Miss  Martineau  cannot  stand  ambiguity,  she  wants 
certainty  in  perpetuity  . . . 


Last  Christmas  vacation,  as  you  may  recall,  the  temperature  went  up  one  day  to  73 
degrees.  The  Klimas  was  delightful,  not  its  usual  Fowler  self.  This,  of  course, 
pleased  Scrooge,  because  everything  felt  very  un-Christmaslike.  In  fact,  this  record- 
breaking  temperature  was  like  Hampton  Beach  in  the  summer.

At  this  point  he  realized  that  he  could  benefit 
from  going  outside  into  the  clear  night  air  for  a while,  to  do  some  star  gazing,  to  see  if  he  could  spot  Eldebaran, 
not  to  mention  clearing  up  his  head  and  not  twisting  his  bridgework  into  curlicues  by  trying  to  repeat  that  name.  A 
pity  to  let  that  one  go.  But  as  he  soon  realized,  he  wouldn’t  have  had  a chance.  For  what  should  cough  around  the 
corner,  but  a 1954  Chrysler  Sputfire,  driven  by  Alan  Melamed!  Wow!  This  was  Nolan  for  a huge  car  like  that! 
Alan  was  rocking  back  and  forth  at  the  wheel  making  vrooom!  vroom!  noises  to  make  the  car  sound  powerful.
